40,000-mile tour around the 
world under auspices ol the Amerl- 
ran Fomidatlon for the Overseas 
Blind. Tfirough irlp.i like this, and 
lier writing, she has made herself 
nn Inspiration to blind people and 
IhB deaf-blind In pvpry country ot 
Ihe world. 

She said It happens that the dent 
can be employed more easily than 
the blind It Is necessary to point 
up the abllHIes of the blind before 
they can gel a Job. 

Miss Keller plans only the small- 
est ot birthday parties. Her house- 
hold Includes Polly Thomson, a 
companion ot many years who 
serves as her eyes and ears, and i 
German shepherd named "Et Tu' 
who came to Mlsa Keller after 
dunking out ot seelng-eye school 
because he was subject .to-Csr sick- 
ness. 

, - Fin/ers Used 

For the Interview Miss Thomson 
transmitted questions lo Miss Keller 
by rapid linger movements In the 
palm of her hand. Mlsa Keller an- 
awered In the slow unmodulated 
voice shiT' taught herself without 
ever heartng human speech. 

Though Miss Keller v&n 'bbrn 
June 37, 1880, at Tuscumbla, Ala., 
she doen not regard that dat^ as a 
real birthday. "The true bhthday of 
the soul Is when it comes to find 
the courage to break away from tlie 
dark and alienee and to make a new 
life approaching normality," ahe 
aald. 

This* event, for her, was March 3, 
1BB7, when she was seven and Anne 
Sullivan, a girl of 20, came to her 
home as a teacher. Miss Keller had 
lost her light and hearing as a baby. 
Miss Sullivan stayed with her until 
herdeath-ln-I»3B, - - 

Miss Keller thinks that If she had 
not been blind and deaf she might 
have become a doctor or a nurse. 
"Those Instinct* are strong In me," 
she said. 

"Selt-plty Is our worst enemy." 
she said. "If we yield to It we cannot 
do anything worth while In the 
world, I have visited haipltals sjid 
I marvel at the courage with which 
the crippled and paraplegic soldiers 
rise about their difficulties and en- 
Joy normal society.. 

"That's why I don't feel I deserve 
the praise I get. I sm s<?.JieaJ!hy."

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COMMERCIAL JETS 

It seems Incredible, but' news from the 
plane makers and airlines In recent days 
makes it clear that by 1060 we shnll be enter- 
ing the jet age In commercial air transport. 
We shall then be looking ahead to Btomlc 
powered planes and rocket aircraft. 

Most of the forecasters have been saying 
that IT. 6. airlines would not be flying Jet 
planes until the mld-1960's. Now we learn 
that Douglas Aircraft company expects to be 
able to deliver a Jet- powered plane, the DC-8, 
. by 1959. 

Of course, airlines using big. fast and rela- 
tively new plston-englned planes, like the 
DC-7 and the advanced Lockheed Constel- 
jation, li iay be-rc l uet ant . to -e wlto h-o v a r wh ile. 
' SO much Jlil! Is left In sach craft; But obvloiisly 
the attractions of jet power .will be enormous- 
ly compelling. 

The planners are talking of four and one- 
half hour flights from New York to- Los 
Angeles, tour hours to Hawaii from the west 
coast, and Wew York to Paris In six and one- 
' half hours. 

Moreover, It is an established fact that Jet 
planes will afford more passenger comfort, 
since they are quieter and freer of vibration In 
flight. And the airlines have long looked for- 
ward to the cheaper and easier maintenance 
Involved In Jet engines. 

As If this were not enough, American Air- 
lines has announced It Is buying 65 million 
dollars worth of so-called turbo-prop planes 
for use on medium range routes up to 2,000 
miles. Thesa planes use a mixture of fuel 
and compiessed. air, -a2_,do lets, but they 
operate with a propeller as well as a turbine. 
The line will begin flying them In late 1958, 

There is still morerFonomB-tlmer the 
Boeing Airplane company 'has been testing 
a Jet called the 707, designed originally as an 
air force tanker but adaptable to commercial 
use. Boeing has not yet cleared aw&y all the 
barriers .to this development, but under the 
-spur of competition from .Douglas and Lock- 
heed, also busy with Jet experiments, it may 
before long.

FARM PRODUCE PRICES DOWN— But the farm^ 
ers. who^are Secretary Benson's special charge, have 
not shared In this prosperity, which Is itdmlttedly 
based largely on defense preparations and contracts.
